ZONE MEETING AT WAINWRIGHT 


Last Saturday, Nov. 25, Wainwright 
had the distinction of entertaining 
about thirty visiting teachers, leaders 
In the teachers’ professional organiza- 


tion, the A.T.A., throughout central- 
eastern Alberta. Teachers from such 
distant points as Camrose, Consort, 


Vegreville, Tofield ang Kitscoty made 
Wainwright the scene of a Zone Meet- 
ing at which they discussed their com-~- 
mon problems and inspected Wain- 
wright’s new public school. 

The Locals (or Divisions) represent- 
ed at the meeting were Neutral Hills, 
Provost, Killam, Holden, Vegreville, 
Vermilion and Wainwright. Teachers 
present were members of the Local ex- 
ecutives, Present and past A.T.A. lead- 
ers present were Jas, Smith of Kitscoty 
past president of the Provincial organ- 
ization, Anders Aalborg, M.L.A., past 
vice-president, ‘Lars Olson of Tofield, 
past district representative, and Selmar 
eonberg of Manville, present district 
representative. 

The principal subjects discussed 
were: group insurance, school princi- 
pals’ organizations, educational clubs 
and salary negotiations. Some locals 
reported that they had given much 
study to group insurance schemes. 
Attractive offers have been received 
from several companies.

On Saturday morning, Nov. 26, the 
executive of the Wainwright Tiocal 
A.T.A, met in Wainwright to perform 
routine duties and to hear a report of 
the Salary ‘Negotiation Committee.

Fred Maddex, field supervisor for the Municipal District 
of Wainwright informs us that he has noted particularly the 
heavy sales of young stock, with the result that many herds 
will suffer greatly in the next few years. He s that it 
would be wise if some form of financing could provided 
which would make it unnecessary to deplete breeding herds 
too greatly at this'time. A suggestion he made to the writer 
was that farmers sell their herd to themselves through the 
Feeders’ Association. For a service charge of $1.50 per head, 
plus interest at 5% the farmer would be advanced sufficient 
money to cover the purchase price of the herd, and would not 

‘ have to repay this sum until next summer. — 


The wisdom of such a policy would have some relation to 
the prices which might be expected next spring and summer. 
On this score we would hesitate to make any definite suggest- 
ions, However, Mr. Maddex informs us that he feels that prices 
have every chance of being maintained at a high level. There 
is of course the bility that markets this fall will suffer 
some depression due to the excessive liquidation of herds on 
the part of farmers throughout the praities. That this situ- 
ation should be cleared up by spring appears a reasonable 
prospect. "fi . 

In all the warning is that “this country is a next year 
country” and, far as possible business policies both on the farm 
and in town should be established with a realization than there 
will not only be one next year . . . but many of them. . - and 
we can’t have our cake (or dry bread, as the case may be) and 
eat it too! 


THERE’S DANGER AT HOME 


There’s a saying that “generals die in hed”. Whether that 
is true on not we'll let you judge for yourselves . , . but it is 
certain that there are a lot of people who either die or suffer 
eonsiderable pain, loss and inconvenience right at home. 


With the cold weather season nicely established; and fur- 
ther drops in temperature assured, we have entered. a season 
when particular attention should be paid to certain details if 
we are not to be included among the victims. 


Fire hits pretty hard these days for not only is it most 
undesirable to be forced out into sub-zero weather without 
appropriate clothing, but the cost of rebuilding and replacing 
the contents of a home are pretty high.

ney setup is the source of a good many fires. To put this in 
order may call for very little expense and not too much effort. 
Then there’s the ashes question. We’ve known people to use 
live ashes for banking their house . . and the only reason they 
continued to have a house to bank was because they just 
happened to be Johnny on the spot when things started. Then 
there are the live ashes or sparks which can fly out of an open 
drafter and land in that pile of junk that should have been 
moved away from in front of the furnace or heater. Yes, and 
what about those stove-pipes (which sometimes get red hot) 
and which are located too close to the walls or other exposed 
woodwork? 

That.can of coal oil with which you hurry the fire in the 
morning can be dangerous, too. It has even been known to 
contain gasoline, and then things really begin to pop . . and if 
you do happen to survive you look like a pincushion where 
solicitous nurses have been filling you up with morphine just 
so you won't realize too vividly what Hell is like. 


Not to be forgotten is the fact that a poor stove-pipe setup, 
together with improper setting of drafts, can result in our home 
being permeated with an odorless but highly toxic gas called 
carbon monoxide. Your Editor was almost a victim of just 
such when his chimney jack filled up with frost and soot. This 
might not have been too great a loss, but it.so happened there 
were five or six others in the house at the time. 

The district has been pretty fortunate lately in the matter 
of disasters from fire or.gas poisoning. Let’s keep up our record. 
After all, if you are determined to die, why not do it in the 
summer when the digging is easier?

1949 Tuberculosis 
th Rate Down 


Preliminary figures from. the Dom- 
inion Bureau of Statistics reveal that 
Canada's death rate from tuberculosis 
in 1949—-30.4 per 100,000 of population— 
is the lowest on record. The previous 
record was 37.0 per 100,000, established 
in 1948. 

In commenting upon the. situation, 
the Canadian Tuberculosis Association 
Bulletin states “it is interesting to note 
that we are catching up to some extent 
with the United States, in fact, we'are 
now only one year behind them as far 
as death rates are concerned. The U.S, 
Figure for 1948 was 80 per 100,000 and 
their provisional rate for 1949 is 26.1, 
ynot very much lower than ours.” 

In discussing the death rates in the 
various provinces, the Bulletin com- 
ments “the most striking feature is the 
record low of 15.8éstablished by the 
province of Ontario. In 1948 Ontario 
dropped, for the first time, below the 
twenties, but this most recent gain is 
even more spectacular, and would indi - 
cate that the methods followed by. this 
province in combatting the disease are 
specially efficient.” 

Ontario is, however, by no Means the 
only province to have made remarkable 
headway. 

The Bulletin points out that every 
province showed a reduction. Prince 
Edward Island brought its rate down 
to 23.4 a drop of 17 points from the 
1948 figure, while Nova Scotia dropped 
from 38.9 'to 28.5, New Brunswick from 
45.7 to 27.8, Quebec 68.3 to 48.8, Mant- 
toba from 37 to 28.9, Saskatchewan was

| The danger is much greater thaa !s 
generally supposed, In a recent inves- 
tigation, one out of every 20 cars pick- 
ed at.random and tested with instru- 
ments contained sufficient carbon mon 
oxide in the passenger compartment to 
impair driving judgment serio'sly 
enough to cause accidents,

these simple rules: / 

1, Never have your car motor riun- 
ning while doors of garage are closed. 

2. Never have windows of car com- 
pletely closed. 

3. Have a regular inspection of the 
exhaust system and the “seal” between 
the body of the car and the engine sec- 
tion, to discover any leak, 

4. Warn all members of your family, 
especially in winter, of this danger.
